The vel techs indicated lhai he was born with large 
eyes and has been this way since birth. Thay are continuously observing ibis oondilion. This (londilion, hg-wavar, 
was n^ver roportsd to the aitonAng volorirranan tor examination, and has never received any veterinary care. The 
veterinarian is the person who is qualified to assess the animal's health and well-t>eir>g, and is Ihe one who would 
daiannina IF an animal is sulFaring, or is axpariartcing pain firnr disinass. Ha is ako tha one who would decide 
whether no treatmenl, ireatment, or euthanasia is appropriate 

A machanism a1 diraol and communication is raquirad so lhal timaly ir^lonnalion on problams wilti animal haallb and 
well-beirig is conveyed to the attending velerinarian so that he may determine it this animal is in pain, distress or 
sutfering- and to decide wtielher veierinary examination, care, or eultianasia is appropriale.

It is 
also known Itial soma ol the primates on this island are herp&s posilrve which also poses an addilicnal haallh risk to 
the jet ski participants. 

The raglslranl has hired security to patrol these particular areas, but the- security leaves the island mid day and before 
these jet ski cperations end For the day 

Additional security {or other] measures shall be established to ensure that the unauthorized persons cannot ^t close 
or gain aocess to the island and make direct or indirect coniaot with the primaJies, so as tc ensure both the safely d 
the primales. as well as the public. This can be accornplishsd (but nol limiiEd be] eddiilonal security, ersotlon of a 
fence or other type ol bamer, or continuous video surveillance.
